Sidewalk Sale this weekend 
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Corner clearances, Dial-A-Ride dispute cause council debates 


The question of corner clearances was back on the 
agenda at Sierra Madre City Council but was finally 
put to rest when Councilman Gary Adams made the 
motion to follow staff recommendations which 
simply meant to leave the ordinance tite way it is. 
Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray was the only 
opposing vote. 

Adams based his opinion on his statement, 
“Make a stronger ordinance and give the chief 
(Police Chief Bill Betts) and you’re asking for chaos. 
You need an ordinance to handle the vast majority 
of problems and deal with problems outside the or¬ 
dinance.” 

•MacGillivray based her opposition on the fact 
that, "It’s incumbent upon us to provide safety for 
all our citizens.” 

A request to remove a large eucalyptus tree on 
Orange Grove to make room for a circular drive was 
quickly thwarted when Bill Chang, another Orange 
Grove resident, came down to the meeting, saying. 


“1 am totally surprised. 1 must lodge an objection 
for the removal. This is an environmental problem 
since many animals and birds live in that tree.” 

Adams was the one to make the motion that the 
tree not be removed and it was a unanimous “yes” 
vote. Ihe proposed location was 325 W. Orange 
Grove Avenue. 

Councilman Clem Bartolai toc'k exception to Judy 
Webb-Martin’s censure of the council, concerning 
lack of action lor the burned out area when he 
pointed to “the totally erroneous statement.” He 
said that the council had not held up the project but 
that drawings and insurance reports had “held this 
up far longer than any council decision.” 

Fred Crockett, one of the three owner/builders, 
said, “The first drawings came to you in February.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Andrew Roy Buchan said, “The 
first definitive presentation was the working draw¬ 
ings. You’ve been your own bottleneck.” 

Webb-Martin said in community communications 


about an hour before that she was concerned about 
the lack of followup and that “as a citizen I am ap¬ 
palled by the lack of decision.” 

As of press time, no building has begun and a year 
will be up as of December 6 . 

Ed Cline told the council and audience that the 
Parking Task Force is recommending a reconfigua- 
tion of Kersting Court that would convert the 
parallel parking on the southeast side of Kersting 
Court to a 30-degree angle. The committee believes 
that the triangle should be extended on the north to 
discourage vehicular drive-through traffic to Sierra 
Madre Boulevard and that Kersting Court drive area 
should convert into more of a parking area. 

.An estimate of cost would be about $20,0(X) and 
the project funding source has not been identified as 
yet. 

Cline also said that in all a loss of one and a gain 
of two parking places would result. 

The Median Strip Task Force in its report, chaired 


by Don Murphy, suggested a median strip down 
Sierra Madre Boulevard that would be four inches 
high with rolled curbs. The strip would continue 
down Sierra Madre Boulevard and extend past 
Kersting Court to eliminate left turns. There would 
be a right turn only lane on Sierra Madre Boulevard. 

Murphy said that the committee also suggested 
changing the south side parking to 30 degrees and to 
continue the parallel iJarking on the north side of 
Sierra Madre Boulevard. 

The other two task forces, Solid Waste and 
Economic Development, have not met as of yet. 

A hot debate followed with the discussion about 
whether the council should change some of the rules 
of the Dial-A-Ride or if the plans should remain in¬ 
tact for 90 days. 

Adams made the motion to pass the plan to allow 
the city to begin selling RTD bus passes with a S2.50 
subsidy for senior citizens and the handicapped.

Main Street, chamber request investigating B.I.D. by Council 


The possibility of adopting a plan for a Busi¬ 
ness Improvment District — a B.I.D. — came 
in last week’s meeting with the Sierra .Madre City 
Council, and the Chamber of Commerce and .Main 
Street boards. 

Ron Hutson, project manager of Main Street 
and executive director of the chamber, first broached 
that subject that is supported by both boards. 

“One of the needs of Main Street is to sustain 
Itself when funding ceases. Most Main Street groups 
(around the nation) are using the Business Improve¬ 
ment District to fund. In order to establish a 
B.I.D., the City Council must allow itself to intro¬ 
duce the B.I.D. Legally, the council must initiate 
the resolution, then through a public hearing and 
election process the community decides whether or 
not the idea can By. Fifty-one percent of the votes is 
needed to pass the B.I.D.,” Hutson explained. 

He said that this process allows the community 
to voice its opinion of whether or not such a plan 
could be implemented to raise money needed to

Stubblefield plea bargains 
for restitution, four years 


Sally Ann Stubblefield pleaded no contest to 
four counts and is set for sentencing on Wednes¬ 
day, Nov. 21, Dept. 118 in Los Angeles Superior 
Court. 


Stubblefield surrendered to Sierra Madre Police 
on Sept. 19 as a result of several months of po¬ 
lice investigation into forgery and grand theft per¬ 
petrated against Charles Whittingham of Sierra 
Madre. 

The four counts are grand theft with special 
allegations (theft over $100,(XX)), felony and two 
counts of forgery. They were entered into plea in 
Los Angeles Municipal Court, according to Agent 
John Cordischi of the Sierra Madre Police. 

After plea bargaining, the count was structured 
toward restitution to the victim of an undetermined 
amount and four years in state prison. Stubblefield 
is still in custody. 


Stubblefield, 55, was a bookkeeper for Whittini 
ham for several years. Whittingham is an intern; 
tionally-known horse trainer and owner. 

Janice Karen Walters, who was also taken ini 
custody SepL 19, pled guilty to grand theft and is c 
probation. She will pay restitution to work off tl 


iuanship and the facts. Right now it costs $2(XX) 
lo S3(XX) to put on the Christmas (tree-lighting) 
program.

Horst Engel said, “If the Citv Council wants us 
to continue what we're doing in the community, 
it has to give us a chance to raise funds. If 
the City Council says it’s not getting enough in 
return, then we have to think of another way to

40 minutes of when the engine arrived, Lowe 
said. “We had three engines tied up, one with 
manpower only and two with lines off the engines 
besides our salvage unit.

Lowe said he was the second fire unit on the 
scene and when he arrived the entire interior of 
the structure was on fire as well as the roof and 
trees that canopied around the lot. 

They will be investigating the cause and tallying 
the loss within the next 24 hours.

duties? 


Eileen Zirkle, co-owner of Best Buy 
Drugs in Sierra Madre, sent to The News 
an editorial piece out of a national phar¬ 
maceutical magazine. 

Because we encourage readers to 
share in this editorial area of the paper, 
we decided to share the information. 
Ed. 

A pharmacist’s job is more than 
just counting pills. It is their professional 
responsibility to inform their customers 
about the prescription medication they 
are taking. 

Serious health consequences rang¬ 
ing from a rash to even death can re¬ 
sult from incorrect usage of prescription 
drugs. Last year, Americans took more 
than half of their 1.63 billion prescrip¬ 
tion medicines incorrectly. Uninformed 
and incorrect use of prescription medi¬ 
cines is a major problem, and, actually 
a form of drug abuse. 

Because this preventable drug prob¬ 
lem can have devastating effects, pa¬ 
tients need advice. Providing full in¬ 
structions and information can help 
prevent immediate as well as future ad¬ 
verse reactions to the medication. 

Every time a new medication is 
prescribed, the pharmacist should 
tell you: 1) what it is you are taking 
and what it is actually for, 2) how long 
it should be taken for, 3) what foods, 
beverages and other medications should 
be taken or avoided, 4) the short- 
and long-term effects, and 5) the num¬ 
ber of refills. 

Prescription medications should 
help the situation if taken correctly, 
they are not to add an additional 
problem.

Yesterday was election 
day, Nov. 6, 1990. It

Some of us this Thanksgiving season may 
be traveling, “crawling across the tloor” of long 
but familiar distances just to be present at a 
dinner table and in that presence to affirm that 
“I’ll love you forever I'll like you for always 
As long as I'm living my baby (mother, father, 
sister, brother, friend, etc.) vou’ll be." 

Such is the refrain from the haunting 
childrens’ storybook, “Love You Forever,” 
written by Robert Munsch, illustrated (to per¬ 
fection) by Sheila McGraw. and published by 
Firefly Books, VVillowdale, Ontario, Catiada. 

The “haunting" quality owes much to the 
rhyihm and repetition so important in stories 
for children, but deeper even than that “hook" 
of language is the recognition and 
or longing of mother son devotion. The blessed 
ties that bind us together in our life, the circles 
that cannot be broken. 

The story begins with a mother and her 
newborn: “.A mother held her new baby and 
very slowly rocked him back and forth back 
and forth, back and forth .And while she held 
him she sang: "I’ll love you forever I’ll 
like you for always, .As long as I’m living 
my baby you’ll be." 

Every page, every illustration (each in the 
hue of blue) then takes us through the life 
cycle of mother and son. Time and circumstances 
do not alter the motht^r'e i.n.-onriitinnal love

for her “baby” or her method of crooning 
it. Behavior doesn’t affect it, separation cannot 
distance it, ultimately it triumphs even beyond 
mortality. Love that is true, says this story, 
is passed on from generation to generation, 
so that in the last page we read of the son: “Then 
he went into the room/where his very new baby 
daughter was sleeping. He picked her up in/ 
his arms and very slowly rocked.'her back and 
forth, back and Forth back and forth./And 
while he rocked her he sang; “I’ll love you 
forever I’ll like you for always./As long as I’m 
living my baby you’ll be.” 

1 must digress here and cross over my 
boundary from books into film and mention 
Barry Levanthal’s new film “Avalon.” in this 
same breath, for it was in the same day 1 
read “Love You Forever” and saw his film. 
It occurs to me that the underlying theme is 
the same: Love’s thread through the generation 
preserved through proximity, fidelity and the 
intimacy of story, even the repetition of these 
things, continued into the realm of absurdity 
perhaps, but importantly, continued. 

The film suggests that television has frayed 
that thread. 1 agree, and maintain that story¬ 
books, though technologically old-fasioned, 
strenghthen the love, nurturing, and circle of 
family connectedness. Do not forget to include 
this one in your seasonal traditions. 



MAIN STREET 
■y RonHutMA 

The Main Street/Chamber Promotion Council 
is busy finishing plans for the 1990 holiday 
season. Three major additions to the downtown 
Christmas decorating plan have been sponsored, 
and financed, by the Council since it began in 
1988. 

Our first cooperative venture between Main 
Street and the Chamber was to purchase 30 
Christmas banners and display poles. That was 
an initial investment of $30(X). That year the 
Santa Ana winds tore thru town a few days after 
the banners went up. The result was an addi¬ 
tional investment of $800 to repair lost banners 
and bent brackets. 

In 1989 the Community Christmas Tree was 
added to Kersting Court and the Tree Lighting 
ceremony initiated. That was also the year the 
white mim-lights were strung in the Kersting 
Court pepper and ficus trees. Our share of the 


cost about $8(X). 

Each year when Christmas decoration planning 
begins. Council members rev iew the “wish list” 
to see what can be added to improve and expand 
the decoratins nroeram. They first determine 
what maintenance and fixed costs there are. This 
year no banners or poles have to Pe replaced. 
There will be the cost of the Community Christ¬ 
mas Tree and repairs to the lighting string on the 
tree. Not only will the white mini-lights go up in 
Kersting Court, but the Council wants to expand 
the lights into 12 additional trees. 

Last year we hired a professional commercial 
decorating company to supply and string the lights. 
This yvar. Sierra Madre’s Search and Rescue squad 
has volunteered the labor to string the lights. The 
cost of purchasing replacement strings for the 4 
pepper trees and additional light strings to do 
16 street trees is estimated at $2(X)n. 

The Promotion Council’s total budget this 
year for 12 months of promotional activity is 
$6000. W hich brings us to their decision to launch 
a Christmas Decorations Fund Drive. Main 
Street. Chamber businesses, clubs and organi¬ 
zations and Sierra Madre residents are being asked 
to help raise $2000 for this year’s Christmas 
Decorating program. Donations of $10 or more 
are suggested, and all financial contributions will 
be appreciated.

Last week we were 
speaking about why bad 
things happen to good 
people. Pastor cen¬ 
tered his message about 
the Book of Job. He 
pointed out that Job’s 
friends thought they 
had all the answers, 
but in the end God came 

to Job and only con¬ 
firmed that life is hard 
and that it’s difficult 
to deal with the realities 
of life. God seems to say 
that there isn’t a good 
answer because He 
doesn’t explain at 
all. The end result is that 
Job ends up in silence, 
with no answer at all. 

If we get a grip on 
this and try to deal 
with life at this level we 
would be far better off 
then putting all our stock 
in placebos that don’t 
work. For example, it’s 
so easy to bail out by 
saying that God brings 
us these difficulties in 
order to test us. In 
relying upon this answer, 
many collapse under 
the strain and realize 
that they are failing His 
test. Actually, this ap¬ 
proach is un-Scriptural 
because James 1:13 tells 


us that no man should 
say that he is being 
tested ;by God 
beca\ise God doesn’t 
test us in that way. 

Many say that God 
orchesttates tragedy to 
teach us lessons. God 
doesn’t design the 
circumstances, that’s 
life spinning out its 
ball of yarn. What 
God hopes is that in the 
course of bad circum¬ 
stances we will turn to 
Him for strength and for 
answers. There is only 
one thing we can do 
when we are in the middle 
of our morass, and that 
is respond to God and 
allow Him to work 
in our lives “after the 
fact.” 

So it all boils down 
to this: forgive the 
world for not being per¬ 
fect; use your suffering 
to recognize that 
God is our answer; 
finally, use your trials to 
love God with no strings 
attached. I hat’s 
what He did for us. He 
loves us while we were 
yet sinners and sent His 
Son to die for our sins, 
and He did this with ab¬ 
solutely no strings at¬ 
tached.

Bill and Dot Mullaney have a two-story home in 
Sierra Madre for sale, complete with landscaping 
and gazebo. 

How much? Only $ 1000 . 

Now wait, there must be a catch. There is. You’d 
have to be a Liliputian to fit into the home because 
it’s biult in miniature. 

And the house is not actually for sale. 

It can be seen at Imperial Savings in Sierra 
Madre during the working hours. 

The home, Bill said, look them about 2500 
hours, built to scale, and cost almost $1000, not 
counting their time. 

Dot added, “But since we’re both retired, 
we didn’t count that. We started the house as a 
gift to our two granddaughters in 1986. We didn’t 
know any better,” she chuckled. 

It kind of got out of hand and now the Sierra 
Madreans realize that they’ll have to come up with 
another gift for their grandchildren. This one — the 
miniature home — is winning too many prizes. 

The home, which resembles the Mullaneys’ 
home on Grandview in many ways, brought in a 
"Best of Show” at the Los Angeles County Fair 
this year and will go to the State Fair next year 
for competition with other county big winners. 

Bill, a retired engineer, said, “It’s built like a 
regular house, framed from the first drafting board 
projection and put together exactly as our homes 
here in Sierra Madre are built.” 

Dot added, “It’s kind of like building a boat in 
the basement and then wondering how you’re going 
to get it out of the house.” 

Bill built the house, using many ideas from 
their own home, including a stairway that curves 
upward. Even some of the tile is exactly like what 
is in their own home and many of the furniture 
pieces are identical. 

“I built everything buildable and Dot wall¬ 
papered, painted, did the landscaping,” Mullaney 
pointed to various pieces of furniture. 

“You see this chest? We have one just like it in 
our own home. You see these trees? They’re made 
out of bread dough wrapped around electric wire, 
sculpted, then painted. Of course, the top of this 
one is part of one of our orange trees. We wanted 
to add something that was real and growing.” 

The dining set is made in the shaker style with 


seats. The upholstered chairs and minute drapes — 
all matching — have been sewn by Dot. The carpet¬ 
ing is real. One of the sinks is the container of 
cheese snacks that you buy in the grocery store.

do it." 

Bartolai asked, "It the business community it¬ 
self doesn’t think they are justified, then they can 
abandon it (the B.l.D.)?" 

Webb-Martin answered, "The B I D. must be 
voted on every year, giving its financial report at 
the public hearing every year.” 

Hutson said. “Everyone who benefits would be 
paying into it." 

Councilman .Adams said, "You start with 51 
percent (to win the election) and if you’re success¬ 
ful you get more advocates. 1 have no qualms 
about the resolution so we can get a reaction. 
I’d much rather see the people fund it. If the people 
pay for it, that means they want it," 

Hutson said, “The assessment would raise 
about $37,OfX).’’ 

.Adams asked. "Two hundred and fifty dollars

posed to do. it will continue." 

In other business, Hutson suggested that 
the city adopt an overall plan for lighting for the city. 
"not just a piecemeal plan." He referred to ques¬ 
tions of adding lights, such as those in the Mari¬ 
posa parking lot. to the downtown area.

They had 
not come prepared for the dramatic change in tem¬ 
peratures (75 degrees in Lone Pine at 8 a.m. to the 
low teens at 3 p.m. at 12,0(X) feet). Both men were 
dressed in shorts and had no winter clothing suit¬ 
able for prevailing conditions. 

Michael slipped and fell 200 feet, breaking his 
lower left leg and sustaining head injuries. His friend 
wrapped his legs in a flannel shirt and put socks on 
his hands, and descended to Lone Pine, three hours 
away. 

The China Lake SAR Team began the ascent 
at I a.m. and Sierra Madre Team members G. Duffy, 
K. Kroll, A. Gaffrey, R. Harkness, M. Parker, M. 
Ferri and D. Sale began climbing at 3 a.m. With 
temperatures already below freezing, China Lake 
Team members located Michael, who by now, was in 
an advanced stage of hypothermia.

ATA, AUSD reach contract 
sans professional negotiators 


Fact finding, mediators, 
strike threats, pickets 
and professional nego¬ 
tiators were missing 
this year when the Arca¬ 
dia Unified School Dis¬ 
trict and the Arcadia 
Teachers Association 
agreed to a one-year 
contract which repre¬ 
sents a 5.5 percent 
increase. 

The Arcadia Board 
of Education approved 
the contract at last week's 
board meeting, following 
a vote of the teachers 
in which they “over¬ 
whelming ratified” the 
document, reported 
Caroline Auburn, 
ATA president. 

It was the first time 
in over 10 years that 
contract discussions 
were done without pro-

fessional negotiators, 
“a filter that often 
got clogged; plus, it was 
an expensive filter," 
added Auburn. 

This year’s contract 
negotiations were a “real 
statement of a level of 
trust, respect for pro¬ 
fessionalism,” said Terry 
Towner, .\USD super¬ 
intendent. 

“We are real pleased 
that our relations with 
the school district have 
taken a different direc¬ 
tion, much more posi¬ 
tive, cordial and 
straight forward,” 
said Auburn, who has 
been a teacher in the 
district for 30 years and 
who currently teaches 
world history at Dana 
Junior High School. 

The one-year contract, 
effective July 1, 1990, 


represents a five per¬ 
cent increase in salary, 
a half percent in sti¬ 
pends and “some clean 
up things,” explained 
Towner. In recent 
years contracts with the 
teachers have been for 
three years; however, 
Towner said that, in his 
opinion, teachers 
shouldn’t have to wail 
three years before they 
bring up areas of con¬ 
cern. 

In terms of contracts, 
the di.strict has settled 
with classified man¬ 
agement, certified man¬ 
agement, and confi¬ 
dential employees; 
however, the classified 
employees, CSEA, are 
seeking professional 
negotiations, accord¬ 
ing to Mary Dougherty, 
school board member.
